The Effeets of HisLettor In
of the PFre

The French journals continue to discuss
the sabject of the letter of Father Hyacinths
on the subject of the Papal Council, Galig.
nand, of Paris, has the following nualysis of
bie comments of the press: —

Pere Hyncinthe's letter continnes to excite
A greal commotion in the aris pross, the
moderately liberal and ultra demooratic jour-
nal praising it highly, while clerical and legi-
timist organs eondemn it in the strongest
tormn,  We yesterday gave an extraclt from
the Union reprehending the document; and
at present the Monde, and still more the Uni-
vors, are not sparing of their criticising and
reproaches. M. Veuillot, however, in the lnst
named journal, notwithstanding the bitternoess
of hia appraciation, hopes that the ex-prencher
of Notre Dame will not be long in ncknowledg
ing. “if not the error of his heoart, at loast
that of his vanity.” The Pays, which, in a
certain measnre, forms part of the religions
press, exprosses the despest sorrow, and ro-
minds its renders that the downfall of Lamen.
pais commenced in the same manner, The
Debats agnin reverts to the topie, and in doing
50 draws attention to the strong opposition
which has of late, it declares, sprang up
ageinsl cortain dogmas of the Church of
Rome,

Our contemporary says:—The [uivers looks
npon one of the most illastrions French e
(‘f(‘.ﬁillhﬁ(‘h as a wesk-minded being, and adds:
“For nlong time past that worthless fruit
bas been detached from the tree. What
most irritates M. Veuillot is the phrase reli-
tive to society in the nineteenth contnry; he
is indignunt at seeing that holy robe ecast
away on the highway of modern idess,” Two
centuries ago, s man whom France counted
among her greatest writers, and the Charch
among her purest glories, riskeda proposi-
tion considerably more darving than that
which now exeites the anger of our Ultramon-
tanes:—**1 have deeply retlocted,” wrote that
illustrious bishop, **on what you tell me, that
Rome, instead uf being mollified by what is
granted to her, takes every concession for an
admission of her rights, and employs it to
carry her demands still further. 1 have
understood that fact, but I have nothing to
soy to it oxcept that the bishops who speak
should consider futnre ages as well as the
present, and that their strength consists in
saying the truth as they understand it.”

;;l.‘his langunge no doubt excesds all the au-
dacity of Father Hyacinthe, but we shall not
disarm Lhe anger of M. Veuillol by saying
that the above objectionable phrase is ox-
tracted from a letter written by Bossuet on
the 28th of October, 1867, to M. Dirois, Doc-
tor of the SBorbonne, for, as is well known,
the Bishop of Meaux is ranked by the Univers
several feet below the independent thinlers.

The Constitutiopnel expresses itself in still
stronger terms on the same point. It snys: —
‘“But this letter has a far greater scope than
simply a change in the lite and atfitude of
one of the notabilities of the Catholic Chureh,
It is a symptom of the general sitnation of
the Chureh itself, and one so much the more
significant that it is not isolated. For along
time at Rome an influence hus predominated
which tends to subject the Catholic world to
a diseipline and to doctrines far more absoln-
tist than those accepted by our fathers, The
abandonment, without equnivalent, of the
privileges of the Gallican Church; the sup-
pression of all liturgies, the most ancient and
venerated: the increasing control of the
bishops; the pretensions and deelara-
tions of the Syllabus; the programme of the
appronching council—such are the {ﬂ'incipnl
signa by which are disclosed those doctrines
and those practices ‘which are called Roman,’
says Father Hyacinthe, ‘but are not Christian,
and which, in their encroachments, always
more andncions and more fatal, tend to change
the constitution of the Church, the basis ns
well as the form of her teaching, and even
the spirit of her piety." The protest of the
eminent preacher is not a fact which stands
alone. The two letters from Count de Monta-
lembert to the German Catholics, and the
manney in which those documents were re-
ceived, the proceedings of the Bavarian Cabi-
net, the declarations of several eminent theo-
logiaus beyond the Rhine, the ciroular of the
shops collected at Fulda, are so many facts
well worthy the attenftion of the court of
Rome, and which should likewise be a warn-
i”f‘ for certain French prelates,”

The Siecle observes that the letter which
Father Hyacinthe has nddressed to the Gene-
ral of his Order is not the first instance of
‘Halling asnnder” that has been caused by the
announcement of the approaching council.
The writer says: — “‘Numerous symptoms
presage the exciting contests which will break
oul in the midst of that great assembly, This
time the battle will not be carried on by
rationalism or naturalism, nor by philosophy
and free thought against the Church; the war
will be waged by her own children, the
bishops, priests, and monks who protest
against the doctrines and tendencies of Rome,
or who are openly mparatin;; from them,”

The Zemps applauds the letter without any
reserve, and declares that ‘‘since the middle
ngesno such hulglmge has been heard in  the

enich Chureh,’

The Libeite approves highly of the grave
resolution of the writer, and designates his
conduet as “‘an net of conscience rather than
an indication of revolt."

Perhaps the unkindest cut of all, to the
Church, comes from the Reveil thus:—*'Men
of the blaek robe and of the white robe, yon
may well burn that which yon have adored,
and offer incense to that which you have in-
gulted, The divorce between yon and us is
acoomplished. Your olever tactics have had
their day: you shall not bless our trees of
liberty.’

The Natienal, commenting on the ntteranoce
last gquoted, says:— “And yet some huve daved
to say that Pere Hyacinthe has dragged bis

jown in the dixt omly that e may present

imself to the radical electors in one of the
vaeant civcumseriptions. Let us hope, for
his sake. he has not entertained any such
notion,”

His Speech at the Closing of the Pence Con-
Hress In Switkerinnd,

The following i the text of Vietor Hugo's
spocch closing the Poace Oongress, which is
guid to have raised quite n storm of enthu-
finsm: —

Uitizons, it is my duty to close this Con-

ress by a final word, I will try to be cordial;
ielp me. Yon are the Congress of Peace,
that ix to say, of civilization. On that point
allow me a remembrance. 'I‘went}' yonrs ago,
in 1848, there was at Parls a Congress of
Peace, It was on the 24th of Augast—a
bloody date! The anniversary of the Saint
Bartholomew ! Two priests, representing
the two forms of Christianity, were there;
the Pastor Cogquerel and the Abbe De-
guerry, The ohairman of the Cougress—
the man who les the honor of addressing
you-—evoked the nefarions souvenir of 1572,
and nddressing the two ministers he told
them, *“Kiss each other!” In Fruﬂmnm
of that sinister date, to the acclamation
of the assembly, Catholicism and Protestant-
ism joined lps. To-day, only a few hours
separnte us from another date which is as
illustrious as the first one is infamous; we are
nigh to the 22d of September. It was on
that day that the French republic was fonndad,
and if despotism and fanaticism had, on the
vith of Angust, 1572, said their last word,
extermination—on the 224 of Septembor,
1702, democraoy sent forth ifs first ery,
“Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.” Well! That
sublime date recally to my memory those two
religions represented by two priests, who gave
ench other the kiss of peace, and I eall for
another embrace, This one is easy; it has
nothing to be forgotten. I nsk for the em-
birnce of the repnblic and socialism. (‘Chun-
ders of applause,) Our enemies say, *‘If
necessary, socialism wonld accept the empire.”
It is not true. Our cnemies say, “‘The
republic ignores socinlism.” 1t is not troe.
The high and definitive formula which 1 have
just recalled, while it expresses the whole
republie, also expresses the whole socinlism,
At the side of liberty, which implies property,
there is equality, which implies the right of
work—a lofty formula of 1845; and there iy
also fraternity, which implios solidarity.
Therefore republicanism and soclalism are
one, (Prolonged bravos,) Citizens, 1 am
not myﬁr-lf a Republican of the eve, but I am
a sociulist of the day before the eve. My
sovinlism  dates from 1528, therofore I hinve
the right to speak of it. BSocialism is vast
snd not narrow; it embraces all human pro-
blems, the social conception in its entirely,
While it evokes the important guestion of
work and wages, it procluims the inviolability
of hnman life, the abolition of war, the aboli-

tion of the gallows, the abolition of murder
nnder all its forms, the substitution of
instruction for penalty. (Applsuse.) It pro-

claims the gratuitous and obligatory educa-
tion; it proclaims woman equal to man
(bravo); it proclaims the right of the child
and the responsibility of wan: lastly, it pro-
claims the individnal sovereignty, which is
identical with liberty. What is all that? It
is gocinlism;: it is also ropublicanism, Citizens,
socinlism is the affirmation of life: republi-
canism is the affirmation of right. 'I'he one
raises up the man to the dignity of ecitizen,
Is there an accord more perfecty Yes, we all
agree, We do not want a Ciesar. 1 defend
gocialism, which is ealumniated, On the day
when the question is put hetween slavery and
well-being—panem of eércenses on the one
Land, and liberty with poverty onthe other,
no one amongst the HRepublicans and the
Socialists will hesitate;and all—I declare it, [ af-
flrm it, I answer for it-—all will prefer to the
white bread of servitude the black bread of
liberly. (Enthusiastic bravos.) Therefore,
we must not let antagonism appear and ger-
minnte, Therefore, my socialist brethren,
my rvepublican brethren, let ns stand close
and servied around justice and trnth: let us
face the enemy. Who is the enemy? The
enciy i8 more and less than aman. It isa
compound of hideous faects, which weighs
on the world, snd which devowrs it. Itisa
monster with a thousand claws, although with
bt one head. 'The enomy? It is that sinis-
ter incarnation of the old military and mo-
narchical evime who stilles and spoliates us;
who puts his hand on our mouths and io our
pockets (yes, yes; true, trae): who has the
millions, the budgets, the priests; the valets,
the civil lists, the palaces, all the armies, and
not a single people, (Applause). The ene-
myit is who reigns, governs, and organizes
at  the present moment, ('Thnnders
of applause,) Citizens, let ns be the
enemies of the enemy: let ni be our own
friends: let us be only one goul to fight him;
let us haye only one heart to love ench other,
Citizens, let us cory Fraternity! (Yes, yos!
Bravo!) Another word and 1 have finishad.
Let us look at the fature; let us think of the
day certain, inevitasle, near at hand, per-
haps, when the whole of Europe will be cul-
tivated like that noble Swiss country which
welcomes us at this moment. That little
people has its grandeur, it has a country
which is ealled a républie, it has a mountain
which is ealled the Virgin. Like Bwitzerland,
let us buve a republic for citadel, and muy
our immaculate and invielable liberty be like
the Jung-frau, a virgin penk io full light. 1
galute the future revolution! (We all greet
it withyon! Bravo! bravo!)
